AN ASSASSIN. TRIED 10 
AIL THE PRESIDENT OF BRAZIL 


Rio Janeiro, the Capital, Has Been Placed Under Martial 
Law and Talk of Revolution Is Heard 
3 on All Sides.

The Dagger Intended for the 
President’s Breast Buried 
in the Heart of His 

Brother, Col. Moraes.

RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, Nov. 6.—An at- 
tempt has been made to assassinate the 
President of Brazil, Dr. Prudente Jose de 
Moraes. The President's. brother, an army 
officer, Col. de Moraes, was probably mor- 
tally wounded while shielding the chief 
executéve. jen. Machado Bethencourt, 
Minister of War, who was of the Presi- 


‘dent's party, was shot and killed. 


Rio Janeiro is now under martial law, 
every soldier having been ordered to arms, 
as it is feared that. another revolution is 
at hand. The attempt to kill the President 
and the killing of the Minister of War, it is 
believed, were the acts of monarchial sym- 
pathizers. Another theory is that they 
were the results of the intense feeling 
aroused by the proposed arbitration treaty 
with France. 

Wild excitement prevails in the city. 
Startling rumors are heard on all sides. 
The belief is general in certain classes that 
the¢ followers of Antonio Conselheiro, the 
leader of the fanatical movement, who was 
recently killéd in Canudos, have invaded 
Rio Jane'ro to strike their first blow for 
revenge. It was the day set apart by Pres- 
ident Moraes and his Cabinet to do honor 
to Rear Admiral Barbosa, one of the con- 
querors of Conselhetros’ forces in Canudos, 
Adihiral Barbosa was one of the chiefs of 
the Brazilian troops who several weeks ag» 
hacked and shot down thousands of the fol- 
lowers of the herce-Conselheiro, who had 
gathered his forces in Canudos. It was be- 


l'eved then that the crushing defeat to the 
fanatics there and the death of Consel- 
heiro had put an end to Brazil's monarchial 
enemies. : 

Thousands of persons gathered to see 
President Moraes and his Cabinet extend 
publicly the thanks of the Republic to Rear 
Admiral Barbosa and his troops just re- 
turning by steamér from Canudos. Many 
members of Congress and persons high in 
military, naval and ecclesiastical circles 
were present, as were also the diplomatic 
ere of. several foreign coun- 
tries. 


The victorious troops were passing in 
review before President Moraes when a sol- 
dier dashed out of the Naval Arsenal to- 
ward the President's party, drawing a dag- 
ger as he went. Fearing his intent.on, and 
unable to stop the soldier, Col. Moraes, 
brother of the President, stepped between 
the chief executive and his assailant and 
tried to ward off the dagger thrust. In this 
he was successful, but the Colonel received 
the dagger in his own body, the soldier, in 
frenzy, striking several times before he was 
seized by the officers around the President. 

There were shouts of excitement from the 
crowd, and those in front, forced on by 


those in the rear, began advancing. The] 
troops were thrown into a line in front of 
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PRUDENTE JOSE DE 
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PRESIDENT 
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the President s party and tried to force the 
crowd back. 

While President Moraes and members of 
his Cabinet were bending over the body of 
Col. Moraes a shot was heard, and’ Gen. 
Bethencourt, the Minister of War, ° stag- 
gered and fell beside the body of Col. Mo- 
raes, with a bullet in his head. 

This added to the excitement of the crowd, 
which was by this time wildly surging to 
and fro, the troops using their bayonets to 
keep it back, and those behind pressing 
blindly forward. Finally, fearing another 
attempt to kill the President and members 
of his Cabinet, more troops were'called, and 
a strong guard thrown around the official 
party. Then Col. Moraes and Gen. Bethen- 
court were lifted and borne to the palace, 
Col. Moraes was serious, probably mortally, 
wounded. 

Gen. Bethencourt died a few minutes 
after he was taken into the palace. In 
the meantime, fearing a possible attack on 
the palace, President Moraes ordered the 
crowd be dispersed. This the troops finally 
sueceeded in doing, though a serious con- 
flict at one time seembed likely, owing to 
an attempt to lynch the President's assail- 
ant. 

The news of the affair spread with re- 
markable rapidity, and within ten minutes 
the city was ina fever of excitement. Jtu- 
mors of revolution were rife on all sides, 
and there seemed good reason to fcar an 
uprising. . In order to avoid a possibility 
of this orders were issued from the palace 
calling all troops in the city to arms and 
declaring the city under martial law.

Mother Held Its Body Until 
They Reached St. Louis. 


The wife of Rev. Ferrer Martyn, a lec- 
turer, held her dead baby in her arms all 
the way from Logansport, Ind., to St. 
Louis. 

At 7:3 o’clock Saturday morning the Wa- 
bash fast express from Toledo, O., arrived 
at Union Station. ' ) 

Rev. Mr. Martyn and his wife stepped 
from the train into @ carriage and drove 
to the Coroner’s office. Mrs. Martyn car- 
ried in her arms the baby’s body. 

An inquest was immediately held. Mrs. 
Martyn stated that the baby, Robert G. 
Martyn, 8 weeks old, had been ailing for 
some time, and that when within ten miles 
of Logansport, on the train, the child was 
seized with convulsions. 

Mr. Martyn made a hurried search of the 
train for a physician, but there were none 
aboard. He then appealed to the conductor 
to send the train into Logansport as fast 
as possible. This was done and the en- 
gineer opened the throttle as far as it 
would go. It Was a race between death 
and the train, . 

Back in the sleeping car the passengers 
were doing all they could to assist the 
whey of the dying baby. One traveler 
urnished a bottle of brandy and a few 
drops of this was forced down the baby’s 
throat. It eased the child fora while, but 
the spasms returned. 

As the train was brought to a quick stop 
at the ae ort depot, nearly five min- 
utes ahead of time, the child died. Its 
body was wrapped in its cloak and a shaw] 
was placed over it. But no amount of 
persuasion could induce the bereaved 
mother to let the train hands take charge 
of the body. 

She held it tightly to her bosom and 
wept bitterly. She remained with {t pressed 
to her heart until the train stopped at 
Union Station. Every passenger in the car 
Was awake all night, every one of them 
trying to do something for the bereaved 
parents. 

At the Coroner's office the body was 
turned over to Harrigan & Sheehan, un-

ADE CONDITIONS 
UN HIS: RETURN 10 CUBA 


He Received Definite Assurances From Assistant Secretary Day 
That the President Is in Earnest and Determined 
to End the War. 


He Would Not Go Back 
Simply to Witness More 
Spanish Outrages on 
Helpless People. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 6.—There has 
been a small “leak” in official news in 
Washington, and the sensational] rot sent 
afloat about the trouble with Spain has had 
that as a basis and nothing more. 

Ex-Minister Hannis Taylor does not speak 
for the Administration. His reckless gab- 
bling is considered discourteous to the Gov- 
ernment, which entrusted him with secrets 
in good faith. While he can spring no sur- 
prises it is thought good judgment and com- 
mon decency should keep his mouth seealed. 
Poultney Bigelow’s withering expose of the 
ex-Minister, in a special cable to the Post- 
Dispatch last Sunday, seems to have been 
timely and true to life, 

President McKinley, however, has sent 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee back to Cuba, and has 
indicated to others that while there is no 
crisis with Spain now pending or expected, 
definite and decisive action may become 
necessary soon after Congress meets next 
month. 

When Gen. Lee came to this city on leave 
of absence, having previously sent his fam- 
ily to the United States, it was with the firm 
intention of relinquishing his place. Upon 
declaring this intention to First Assistant 
Secretary of State, Mr. Day, he was told 
that the President especially desired him 
to return and remain “until the close of 
the war.”’ 

Gen. Lee told Judgé Day that he could 
not entertain a proposal to go back simply 
to witness the continued cruelties practiced 
by Spanish soldiers, the continued injustice 
and insults against American citizens, the 
poverty, starvation and misery daily com- 
ing under his observation. 

Speaking for the President, Judge Day 
assur¢d Gen. Lee that such steps would be 
taken to terminate the war as would meet 
with his hearty commendation. It was 
necessary to have certain recommendations 
made as a matter of diplomatic routine and 
replies must be received before the Presi- 
dent could lay the whole subject before 
Congress in a proper manner. 
But if the plan of autonomy or Cuban 
home rule is rejected by the Cubans the 
President will insist that the war be 
brought to a close*in some other manner. 
He has promised to call the attention of 
Congress to this paramount necessity—the 
restoration of peace—and request such as- 
sistance from the legislative branch of the 
Government as will hasten the end. 

Gen, Lee was satisfied that the Cubans 
would not accept autonomy, and that if 
Captain-General Weyler, with all the atroci- 
ties he practiced, could not subjugate those 
in rebellion no Spanish military power 
could do so. He acceded to the President's 
request and will return to Havana, firmly 
believing that the war will be ended and 


peace restored within the next sixty days. 
He would not have resumed his duties 
under any other conditions. 

Gen. Lee has received his instructions. 
He will sail on a steamer leaving New 
York Monday for Havana. He refused to 
discuss the Cuban situation further than 
to say he will have a conference with the 
President to-day. ,

HERE’S A DIFFERENT VIEW. 


Said That the President’s Policy Will 
Be Pacific. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—“‘No radical ac- 
tion will be taken by the President in the 
Cuban question between now and the time 
Congress will convene and even in his mes- 
sage Mr. McKinley will not urge Congress 
to take any precipitate steps to end the 
war. I do not exactly appreciate why there 
should have been any slump in stocks yes- 


terday, because there {ts nothing at hand 
nor developments anticipated which will 
disturb the relations of the United States 
and Spain.” 

This statement was made by a member 
of the Administration, who !s cognizant of 
the President’s views on the Cuban ques- 
tion, and he continued: “The Administra- 
tionis not yet prepared to carry the kind of 
Cuban policy advocated by Former Minister 
Tavier. It can be authorftatively stated 
that the President sees nothing tn the exiat- 
ing s:tuation to warrant Intervention in the 
manner urged by Mr. Taylor and that there 
will be no change In his present pacific att!- 
tude toward Spain untill a reasonable time 
has been allowed to test the new autono- 


mous reforms unless affairs in Cuba should

grow rapidly worse before Congress con-— 
venes. 


“The positive declaration of Gen. Gomes 
and other Cuban leaders that nothing shor 
of complete independence will be accepte 
by them is just what we expected, but this 
does not necessarily mean the failure of 
Spain's plans. Spain, it is explained by her 
representatives here, hardly expected to 
capture the leaders by her/new conciliatory 
tactics. She hopes to reduce the rank and 
file by amnesty and reform proclamations 
as to make the task of subduing those who 
hove for independence comparatively easy. 

While by no means certain that Spain 
will be successful, there is no disposition 
on the part of the administration to prevent 
a fair test of her new plan. 

“So far as I have been able to learn, the 
only answer which President McKinley 
fontempiates making to Spain's reply to the 

oodford representations tendering the 
z0od offices of this Government to end the 
strife, will be to show that the United States 
has done all in its wer to prevent viola- 
tion of the neutrality laws. This matter 
however, was not discussed at the Cabine 
meeting, but I understand there are in 
course of preparation instructions to Minis- 
ter Woodfo which wil convince Spain 
that this Government has left nothing un- 
done to preserve the strictest neutrality. 

“While Cuba was discussed at the White 
House, it was only eoeine tally referred to 
in the Cabinet meeting. Consul!l-Genera! Lee 
called to see the President to receive his 
final instructions as to the course he should 
pursue on his return to the island. He will! 
secure from Gen. Blanco, as quickly as pos- 
sible, the scheme of reforms which he ex- 
pects to put tInto force, and will observe 
very closely the action of that official with 
eer to the abandonment of Weyler’s 
policy of reconcentration and treatment of 
prisoners. The cases of the Competitor 
prisoners will especially be a matter for 
Gen. Lee's care. It is the Intention of the 
President to lay the facts before Congress. 
Ii think his message will be conservative, 
and, therefore, do not think there will be 
any radical recommendations. Unless there 
should be unforeseen developments you need 
not expect any action from Washington. 
The text of the Spanish note has been re- 
ceived, but will not be made public before 
Congress assembles.”’ 


THE CUBAN MANIFESTO. 


Strong Appeal for Liberty and Protest 
Against Spain’s Rule. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Cuban mant- 
festo is regarded as the most important doce 
ument ever issued by the Cubans. The man- 
ifesto will be submitted to Cuban colonies 
and Cuban groups all over the world for 
signatures. It is as follows: 

Nearly three years have elapsed since the 
iniquities and corruption of the Spanish ad- 
ministrative policy impelled the people of 
Cuba to laundh themselves into a desperate 
war that has been the wonder of the world. 
From the first moment the government of 
Spain inundated our territory with soldiers, 
proclaimed the barbarous rigor of its mar- 
tial law and determined to drown in seas 
of blood the legitimate aspirations of the 
colony, weary of bribery, ~enee out- 
rages and dishonor. ith frenz! fear 
amidst the acclamations of the entire na- 
tion the Spanish soldiers have endeavored 
to make of Cuba a desert, strewn with 
corpses. They have laid waste our fields 
and have killed our animals aa if they pur- 
osed to stamp out ali life. They have 
utchered our unarmed men, even when 
found prostrate in bed, even en protected 
by the sacred shelter of the hospital, Theg 
have driven families from their homes an 
have huddled them together in fith

Kelley’s counsel will plead insanity. This 
will displease Kelley, who admits that he 
has a devil who prompts him to crime, but 
maintains that he is sane and was sane 
when he killed Stickney, He wants to 
plead guilty and he only asks that the 
judge will sentence him to die after his 
2th birthday, Jan. 15, 1899. His purpose in 
this is to defeat the particular devil who 
associates with him and makes his life un- 
bearable. 

Kelley says that some years ago in a 
moment of foolishness he made a compact 
with the devil to serve him until his 25th 
birthday. Should he die before that time 
it was agreed that he was to be the slave 
of the devil for ail eternity.

EVIDENCE OF A POLICEMAN. 


Claims That He Saw the Watchman 
Enter the Premises and Act in 
a Suspicious Manner—Hol- 
land Denies His Guilt. 


John Holland, arrested on suspicion of 
having get fire to the building at 3410-12-14-16 
North Eleventh street, is still a prisoner at 
the Fifth District Substation. He denies 
his guilt, but the police claim to havé strong 
circumstantial evidence against him and a 
warrant, charging arson, will be applied for, 

The building was formerly occupied by the 


for storage purposes. 
Holland has been employed there as a 
watchman about three months. He is 32 
years old, married and lives at 3317 North 
Nineteenth street, 

If the fire was of incendiary origin the 
firebug was determined in his work, as the 
firemen were summoned to extinguish 
flames in the building three times dur- 
ing Friday evening. 

The first alarm was sent In about 5 vet. 
When the department arrived the flames 
were burning briskly, and a second alarm 
was ordered. After an hour's hard fighting 
the blaze was extinguished. Before leaving 
the premises the firemen made a carefuj in- 
spection to see that no smoldering enmpers 
remained. 

They had searcely got thelr app atus 
stowed away when they were calle gain 
to the same building. Flames were barning 
fiercely under a stairway on the third floor, 
Fortunately, the fire had not gained much 
headway, and it was soon extinguished. An- 
other careful tour of the building was made, 
and as everything seemed safe, the firemen 
again went back. 

Two hours later another alarm was sent 
in from the same building. This time the 
firemen found the roof ablaze and. it took 
two hours’ hard fighting to subdue the 
flames. 

Suspicions of the firemen were aroused, 
Assistant Chief Hillenkoeter made a care- 
ful inspection of the building. He claims to 
have found plenty of evidence to justify the 
incendiary theory = 

‘‘T arrived on the scene,”’ he said, “about 
three minutes after each alarm was 
sounded. On each occasion I thought the 
condition looked suspicious and was not 
much surprised when making a_ tour of 
the premises after the last fire had been ex- 
tinguished ¢o find a quantity of oil and var- 
nish smeared over the floor and walls of 
the third story and under the roof. I also 
found a can half filled with varnish on the 
roof. The oan, appeared to have been re- 

opened.’ 
one tLanen James Maher of the Fifth Dis- 
trict, who arrested Holland, claims to have 
seen him enter the building with a lighted 
lantern shortly before the fire broke out the 
last time. He arrested Hollond soon after- 
wards atid found’ the lantern extinguished 
and no oil in it. 

The loss on the contents of the building 
ia estimated at $4,000, insured for $5,000. The 
building was damaged about $2,000, fully 
covered by insurance. 

The affairs of the Prange Furniture Com- 
pany became somewhat involved last spring 
and the faetory shut down. Since then the 
stock has n in the hands of a trustee. 

It is the opinion of lawyers that arson is 
the hardest case in the criminal calendar 
upon which to secure a conviction, aa it 
requires either that the firebu 
redhanded or the strongest kin 
stantial evidence.

A BATTLE WITH INSECTS. 


Grocer’s Clerk Tells of His Terrible 
Struggle in the Cellar of J. A. 
Patten’s Store While Re- 
moving Rubbish. 


John Held, who fiad a battle with spiders 
at J. A. Patten’s grocery store, 822 Market 
street, is much worse, 

Dr. Kearney of the City Dispensary staff, 
feare the victim of the venomous insects is 
a doomed man. Deadly poison is coursing 
through his veins and symptoms of lockjaw 
are developing. 

A peculiar feature of Held's affliction is 
that he is able to be about and attend to his 
He apparently does not realize his 
danger. 

Three unsightly marks, tswwo on the left 
side of his nose and one on his chin, show 
where he was bitten. His jaws are becoming 
rigid. He talks with difficulty. 

“T am feeling pretty wel] this morning,”’ 
said Held to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘but 
I can scarcely open my mouth. There seems 
to be big lumps in my throat and my jaw- 
bones ache, My arms.and shoulders are 
covered with red blotches, which seem to 
grow larger all the time. I am sure I was 
not bitten on the arms or shoulders, for I 
wore my coat when the spiders attacked 
me. The poison must be coming to the sur- 
face. 

“When I went to the cellar to pack a 
case of goods Thursday night I removed 
a lot of rubbish to get a box. 

“Tl felt something run across my face and 
brushed it off. When it dropped to the floor 
I suw it was a black spider. I stepped on it. 
In an instant the place seemed alive with 
spiders. They ran across my face and 
hands, 

“TI did not know I had been bitten until I 
came upstairs. A friend asked me what was 
the matter with my nose. I looked in a mir- 
ror and saw there were two big blisters 
on the left nostril. When I touched them 
they burst. 

‘‘f-was feverish all night. Friday morning 
I found a third blister on my chin. I went 
to the Dispensary and had the wounds 
cauterized. The blotches on my arms and 
ehoulders have appeared since.” 

A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 
Held to the Dispensary Saturday morning. 
Dr. Kearney examined him and expressed 
surprise at the progress of the virus, thrugh 
his system. ¢ 

"This man has a clear case of blood 
poisoning.”’ he said. ‘‘Even if lockjaw does 
not set in, he may die.” 

After his- wounds were dressed, Held 
went back to work, still refusing to believe 
fn the doctor’s diagnosis. 

The spiders which bit Held are known as 
black spiders. Their engine of destruction 
is a mandible, or claw, which when not in 
use is folded between the jaws. When the 
black spider settles on his victim he opens 
fis jaws and extends the mandible. As the 
Claw-like organ enters the flesh a poison 
sack in the tip of the mandible is opened 
and, the deadly virus injected,

SHE TRIED TO KILL HERSELF. 


THE COLD WATER COOLED HER 
TEMPER AND SHE SCREAMED 
FOR HELP. 


THE HUSBAND’S DARING DEED. 


| Jumped Twenty Feet Down Into Eight 


Feet of Water 2nd Supported His 
Wife Till Neighbors Camo 
With Ropes. 


“T am glad my husband is a brave man. If 
he hadn't been I wouldn't be alive now. He 
jumped into that cistern and saved my life.” 

So said Mrs. Annie Asbury, wife of James 
Asbury, a stave worker, living at 1441 Clin- 


ton street. 

Clad only in her nightgown Mrs. Asbury 
sprang from the bed in which she and her 
husband lay at 1 o’clock Saturday morning 
and ran into the back yard. 

The husband knew nothing, except that 
his wife was desperately angry. That she 
would attempt to take ‘her own life Asbury 
never thought. He heard a scream. He 
jumped from the bed and followed his wife. 


The screams continued, but they were 
smothered, and came from the direction of 
the old well in the rear of the yard, Asbury 
ran to the well and looked down. : 

He could see nothing. but heard a splash- 
ing in the stagnant water at the bottom of 
the well. Then a voice, choking and strang- 
ling, tried to scream out, Asbury knew it 
was his wife. 

It was cweses feet from the water to the 
top of the well, and the water wae eight 
feet deep and icy cold. 

But Asbury did not hesitate. He sprang 
over to what might have been his death 
to save the life of his wife. 

Down he shot in the blackness. 

As he struck the water he collided with 
his wife and. both went to the bottom. 

When they came to the surface Asbury 
had his wife in his arms. She was quict 
and still—dead for all he knew. 

With his left arm around her body the 
husband braced his feet and his right arm 
against the marrow sides of the well and 
screamed for help. 

His teeth chattering with cold cut his 
tongue till it bled. Unless help came there 
would be two dead bodies in the bottom of 
that well. He called again for help. His 
legs, holding up the two bodies, were barely 
equal to the strain. He felt himself grow- 
ing weaker. 

Asbury was ready to give up the unequal 
struggle. He looked up for one last look 
at the stars he could see shining so bright 
through the intermediate blackness. He 
heard a whizzing sound and something 
struck his face. It was a rope. He re- 
leased his hold on the side of the well and 
grasped the rope. 

Shouts from above encouraged him. He 
escent the end of the rope arour his wife’s 
ody, under the arms. 

“Haul away,” he feebly cried. 

Strong hands pulled at the rope. Asbury 
was clinging to it. It was an ordinary 
clothes line, hardly able to bear the weight 
of two heavy persons. 

Another rope was thrown in. Asbury 
seized this and relleved the strain upon 
that tied around hfs wife. Husband and 
wife were drawn to the top. 

Mrs. Asbury. was unconscious and ap- 

arently lifeless. The neighbors wrapped 

er in blankets and carried her into the 
house. They took off her wet garment, and 
put her to bed. They slapped her until she 
regained consciousngss, put hot water bot- 
tles to her feet and sent for Dr. Linde- 
man of 1822 North Fifteenth street. 

The husband could scarcely stand when 
he was lifted over the coping. He was as- 
sisted into the house, his wet clothes re- 
moved, and put to bed. Whisky was poured 
down him, and in a short while he was all 
right. 

Mr. and Mrs. Senning, who live upstairs 
over’ the Asburys, were aroused by Mrs. 
Asbury’s first scream. Mr. Senning called 
up his three sons. One of them ran to the 
rear window and looked out in time to 
see Asbury jump into the well. 

hey ran down jinto,the yard, one of 
them seizing a clothesline. hey reached 
the well but a few seconds ahead of half 
a dozen of the other neighbors. 

Mrs. Asbury is a stout, healthy, good- 
looking woman, 32 years old, the mother 
of two children. She was in bed wrapped 
in a mountain of bedclothes when a Post- 
—- reporter saw her Saturday. Sev- 
“ of her neighbors were sitting up with 

er, 

“Yes, if my husband hadn’t been a brave 
man I wouldn’t be alive now,” she said. 
‘‘After all life is sweet. We know what we 
have in this world, but not in the world to 
come, and I am glad I am alive. 

“That water was so cold! As soon as I 
struck it I was chilled through, and I no 
longer wanted to die. I wanted to live for 
my husband and my children, and 
screamed for help.

was strangling. I could no longer cry out. 
The last I remember, something struck 
me. I seemed to be going down, down for- 
ever. When I opened my eyes I was in 
bed, with my neighbors around me. 

“The doctor says I may have pneumonia 
from the exposure. I fee! all right, except 
that I caught a terrible cold, I have had 
enough of suicide.” " 

‘What caused the quarrel?’ 

‘That is a private matter between my 
husband and me. It is of no concern to 
the public.” 

Asbury is a stove molder, but has been 
out of work for a long time, doing only 
odd jobs mending stoves. He was on one 
of these jobs Saturday. He left home early 
in the morning, reconciled to his wife, and 
none the worse for his experience of a few 
hours before.

A QUESTION OF ENTAIL. 


Court Decides That Grandfather 
Squires Had a Right to Dictate 
Terms of Wills Subsequent 
to That He Framed. 


Miss Mary Montague, employed at the 
Fuchs millinery house; Miss Nellie Cody of 
the Southern Hotel, and Miss Helen Mon- 
tague of Mitchell, Ill, have been declared 
heiresses to $18,000 worth of property at 
Venice, Ill., by a jury in the Circuit Court at 
Edwardsville. 

The young women brought suit to set 
aside the will of their aunt, Mrs. Anna 
Squire, who died Oct. 23, 1896, leaving her 
estate to others than her relatives. 

To St. Mark’s Church in Venice she be- 


queathed $1,000; to George F. McNulty, her 
attorney, 4346 West Pine boulevard, St. 
Loui,s, $1,000, and the remainder to Adelaide 
F’. Bady of St. Louis, her life-long friend. 
Her nieces were remembered to the extent 
of $l each. The executors are Mr. McNulty 
and Rev. Fr. Kenders of St. Mark’s. 

The property came originaly from old Sam- 
uel Squires, a pioneer settler in the Ameri- 
can bottoms, who was a thrifty farmer and 
one of the founders of Waaneokt. When he 
came to his last illness he undertook to 
frame a will that would forever keep his 
estate in the hands of his blood relations. 
So, when he passed away, the property fell 
into the hands of his son, William Henry 
Harrison Squires, with a proviso that at the 
j wana death it should go to his son’s chil- 

ren, 

In a few years William, who was a painter 
by Sure fell from a scaffold and broke his 
neck, 

Under the grandfather’s will the daughter 
inherited, but in a short time she died, be- 
quething the estate to her mother. 

For some reason, that appeared unac- 
countable and which resulted in setting 
aside the will of. Mrs. Squires, the old yea | 
ignored her nieces entirely and made a will 
yam the estate among those not related 

er. 

It was shown at the trial that Mr.McNulty 
did not write Mrs. Squires’ will, he being 
in the East at the time, and that none of the 
beneficiaries knew anything about its con- 
tents until a long time afterwards. 

The nieces retained Judge Vastine of St. 
Louls and in the Edwardsville Circuit Court 
sued to set aside the old lady’s . bequests, 
60 that the property might remain in the 
family, as was desired by Samuel Squires 
and his son, William. 

Miss Mary Montague was able to show 
that for many years she had made weekly 
Visits to her aunt’s home from her er 
ment in St. Louis. In fact, it was the only 
home the nieces had, as they were orphans. 
Within seven weeks of her death, however, 
the old lady began to manifest a sudden 
and strange antipathy to the girls and 
then their visits ceased. 

“I know nothing about Miss Bady,” said 
Miss Mary Montague to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘‘My aunt referred to her occasion- 
allly as an old friend of her youth, but 
when and where they became acquainted, 
and where she lives in St. Louis, I do not 
know. 

“In fact, the whole business was so 
strange that we maintained our aunt had 
become insane before her death. The jury 
at Edwardsville took the same view of the 
matter and gave a. verdict in our favor, 
setting aside the will.’’ 

Mr. McNulty has his office in East St. 
Louis, where he is a member of the law 
firm of Wise & McNulty. To a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he said: 

“I know nothing about Miss Brady, any 
more than at the trial it developed that she 
had been an intimate friend of Mrs. Squires 
in her younger days. The will was written 
during my absence and neither myself nor 
either of the beneficiaries.knew anything of 
its contents until long afterwards.”

Local History. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have never been in the habit of putting 
anything to the public over my signature 
or uttering anything from the platform that 
was not irrefutably true. In a third of a 
century of public life in this respect, I may 
have been disputed but never disproven. 


Fair criticism is never distasteful, but rath- 
er to be commended. Now to a few rebut- 
tals and then to business. My particular 
aim as an Official and as committeeman 
has been to keep the party clean and clear 
of all selfish contamination and control. 
You editorially suggest that I can prevent 
individual boodling in legislation. What 
credit did any paper extend, or aid to sus- 
tain me, in killing the last Sweeney bill? I 
had to separate myself from some of my 
personal party friends and associates. 

I took an open stand against that kind of 
ow quickly a morning Demo- 
cratic paper commenced cackling that Fil- 
ley was to be downed, that the seventeen 
of the House and thre charter voters of the 
Council were fighting Filley, and going to 
do him up.

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WIPING OUT YELLOW FEVER. 

The present outbreak of yellow feverat 
New Orleans can hardly be looked upon 
as an epidemic, so mild has been its course 
and so small the percentage of mortality. 
The past record of the disease at this 
point gives great hope that the sanitary 
conditions in this Southern city are being 
s0 improved that this may be the last 
time the yellow pest will be able to 
show itself except sporadically. 

The cases of yellow fever at New Or- 
leans up to Friday numbered 1,706, with 
@ death list of 223. This is but a little 
over 13 per cent. The average mortality 
of several diseases is higher, and the av- 
erage mortality of yellow feverin epidem- 
ics in the past has very greatly exceeded 
this, often reaching one in three. As for 
the number of deaths, it is insignificant 
in comparison with past epidemics. 

In 1853 New Orleans had 8,400 @eaths 
from yellow fever; in 1854, 2,423; in 1855, 
2,670; in 1858, 3,899 deaths, and in 1867, 3,093 
deaths. 

Let New Orleans and other Southern 
cities take heart and go on vigorously 
with such sanitary improvements as 
making good streets and keeping them 
clean; putting in the most modern sys- 
tems of sewage disposal; educating the 
people on subjects of sanitation; estab- 
lishing thorough systems of quarantine, 
and encouraging the citizens generally to 
live clean, orderly lives. In this way it 
is probable epidemics may be stamped out 
entirely. The lowering of the death rates 
in modern cities generally proves that 
this is not an impogsibility.

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THE ARMORY QUESTION.

This can be 
done by proving that the militia is iden- 
tified in every way with the people and 
the Interests of the State and city in 
which they are located. It cannot be 
done by resorting to feudal methods— 
immuring the men in massive castles, 
— manifesting distrust of the peo- 
ple. 

Make the militia popular. Invite young 
men of all classes into its ranks. Let 
them be content with drill-sheds and such 
housing as will preserve their equipment 
properly. Let them strive for the peo- 
ple’s confidence. 
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The Post-Dispatch map\yshowed how 
thoroughly the franchise bbers have 
planned to gridiron the city for the fry- 
ing of fat out of the people.

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UNITED STATES PENSIONS 


The First Annual Report of Ccmmis- 
sioner Evans, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The first annual 
report of the Commissioner of Pensions. H. 
Clay Evans, to the Secretary of the Interior 
has been made public. A summary foliows: 

The names of 50101 new pensioners were 
added to the rolls during the year, and 3,- 
971 persons were restored to the rolls; a total 
of 54,072. During the same period the losses 
to the roll ‘were 31,960 by deaths, 1074 by re- 
marriage of ‘widows, 1,845 by legal limita- 
tion (minors), 2,683 for failure to claim pen- 
sion for three years and 4,569 for other 
causes—an aggregate of 41,122. The whole 
number of pensioners on the rolls June 30, 
1897, was 976,014. The net gain over the pre- 
vious year was 56,336, 

“Tt will be seen that the pension roll has 
not yet begun to show any diminution,” 
says Mr. Evans, “though it has been an- 
Ueipated by my predecessors in office that 
such would be the fact. Seven widows and 
nine daughters of revolutionary 
siillare on the pension yous. 

“During the year, 94 454 pension certificates 
were tssued, of ‘Which number 50,501 were 
original allowances and the balance were re- 
issues, increases, restorations, ete. 

“Of this number, 14,671 certificates of va- 
rious clasees were held in this bureau until 
July 1, 1897, and are accordingly not credited 
to the last fiscal year. Duril the same 
per'od, 76,234 claims of various classes were 
disallowed. Thie number, however, does not 
include claims which were made for higher 
rates of pensions. The amount disbursed 
for pensions by ‘the pension agents during 
the year wae $139,799,242.12, and the amount 
disbursed by Treasury settlement was $150,- 
475.23, a total of $139,949,717.25. This exceeds 
the amount disbursed during the fiscal year 
18u6 by the sum of $1,584,480.185. If the 14,671 
certificates which, as before stated, were 
held in th'!s bureau until July 1, 1897, had 
been mailed to the pension agents during 
the fiscal year, they would have required 
first payments amounting to $2,191,694, be- 
sides the additional annual value, which 
also would have been a charge upon the 
appropriation. This amount. added to that 
actually disbursed, makes an aggregate of 
$141,990,936. The appropriation for the pay- 
ment of pensions for the fiscal year of 1897 
was only $140,000,000. The average annual 
value of each pension at the close of the 
year was $133.17. The average annual value 
of each pens'on under the general law was 
$162.04; each under the act of June 27, 1890, 
was $109.5. The aggregate annual value of 
all penéions, at the close of the year was 
$129,795,428. This, of course. excludes the 
cases that were held up. Forty-four orig- 
inal and seven duplicate bounty land 
claims were admitted and 145 original claims 
of this charactér were. rejected.” 

Referring to the consolidation of agencies, 
Commiesioner Evans recommends that the 
executive order of July 14 last, suspend'ng 
the operation of the order of Feb. .6. 1897 
the latter of which provided for the con- 
solidation, be continued indefinitely. 


AN AMERICAN YACHT SUNK 


The Social Wrecked and Several Lives 
: Were Lost.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—A dispatch received 
in this city from St.-Thomas, West Indies, 
says that the American schooner yacht So- 
clal was wrecked on the rocks off the Is- 
land of St. Croix the morning of Oc- 
tober 23.

sel, not over twenty-six tons. She was in 
command of. Capt. Lord. She arrived a: St. 
Thomas on the afternoon of Oct. 21, from 
New York, on a cruise through.the West 
Indian Is\jands, and sailed the following day 
for the Island of St. Kitt’s (St. Christopher). 

During the afternoon of Oct. 22a storm of 
great violence swept over the island and it 
ig the belief there that the schooner was 
caught far out from any harbor. 

The only yacht on the American vacht Hst 
by the name cf Social was formerly. the 
Cornelia. She was a keel schooner yacht, 
built In Bouth ‘Brooklyn by J. MeGarrick in 
1873. She was originally owned by Dr. Vardy 
of Jersey City, a member of the New York 
Yacht Club. She ‘was at first a centerboard 
schooner, modeled ‘by Robert Fish, and de- 
signed to be a very fast craft .She was sub- 
sequenily rebuilt and changed into a keel 
schooner. 

The American yacht list gives Mr. Oscar 
B. Smith as her late owner. He ts an old 
member of the Larchmont Yacht Club, The 
Social had the reputation of being a staunch 
Nh vessel. Mr. Smith lives at Morristown,

PUT UNDER BOND. 


Kentucky Election Rioters Held for 
Future Trial. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 6.—The hear- 
ing of the men charged with conspiracy to 
murder was held yesterday afternoon. 

Charges of both conspiracy and malicious 
shooting were against the following: George

A HABIT OF DISAPPEARING. 


Which Was Followed, Too, by the Ab- 
sence of Very Large Sums 
of Money.

Frederick Fishel, or Pinkey Fishel, as 
he was known in racing circles around New 
York, and who for the past two yéars has 
been Aleck Uliman’s cashier and confiden- 
tial man, has disappeared and the Post- 
Dispatch readers were notified to that ef- 
fect on Wednesday. 

It was said at the time that $18,000 had 
disappeared with him and it was hinted 
that perhaps he had met with foul play, 
been murdered, robbed, and all that sort 
of thing. : 

Later developments, however, prove that 
Fishel is a “peach” and that he 1s in the 
habit of disappearing. 

It is said, indeed, that he has disappeared 
early and often and that on each occasion 
large sums of money have disappeared with 
him. 

The inference to be drawn from his pres- 
ent sudden disappearance, therefore, is as 
conclusive as it is obvious and jeads one 
to the almost certain beltef that Fishel has 
simply skinned out and taken Aleck U1i- 
man’s $12.00 with him. 

Uliman says that Fishel carried his bank 
roll until Friday tast when he disappeared 
as if by magic froe the face of the earth. 

He had niticed too, and had heard on 
several oc:asions recently that Fishel was 
betiing heavi y on the races and losing, but 
had no suspicion that his accounts were in 
any way affected. 

Frederick Fishel, or ‘‘Pinkey’’ Fishel, as 
he has been calied by gamblers and sport- 
ing men for many years, !{s not unknown 
to the police. In fact, he has the distinc- 
tion of having dwelt in Ludlow street jail 
for six vears. In 188 he was employed as 
cashier and confidential man for the whole- 
edie clothing firm’ of August, Bernheim & 
Bauer of 516 Broadway, New York. He had 
access to the funds and bank account of the 
firm and Sent. 18 in that year disappeared, 
together with $90,000 of the firm’s money. 
Detectives finally arrested him in Canada. 

When-he was brought to New York and 
committed to the Tombs he agreed to tes- 
tify against “Davy” Johnson, William 
Kirby and other gamblers, to whom )he 
gald he had lost thousands of dollars, and 
suits were begun against them by August, 
RPernheim @& Bauer. 

In the meantime, Fishel was liberated on 
$20,000 bail, but was immediately rearrested 
in a civil action and was committed to Lud- 
low strect jail. He was arraigned in the 
court of special sessions July 27, 1891, on 
the charge of forgery and pleaded guilty. 
He was remanded back to the fail and 
remained there until Jan. 8, 1892, when sen- 
tence was suspended on the ground that 
he had been punished enough, and he was 
liberated. 

Since then Fishel has been on the turf, 
Going odd jobs as sheet and ticket writer. 

Tn 3 he got into the good graces of 
George Wheelock, the St. Louis boy who 
is now one of the biggest bookmakers in 
New York. 

He worked for Wheelock until 1895, when 
he went to work for Alec Ullman, and he 
wes with the latter until Friday last, 
when, to use a race track expression, he 
‘“‘flew the coop.”

The North and South Railroad bill passed 
the House of Delegates Friday night by a 
vote of 17 to ll.
